17. (Cun'ent amended) A computer readable storage medium having [[data 
signal embodied in a canier wave and representing]] a set of instructions which, when 
executed by at least one processor, causes the at least one processor to integrate a 
post with one or more computerized bulletin boards by: 

displaying a GUI having thereon one or more buttons, wherein each 
button is associated with a topic of Interest; 

detecting a user selection era button; 

reeeiving a post having a subject identifier and a body relevant to a 
topic of interest associated with the button selected; 
placing the post on a computerized bulletin board dedicated to the topic of interest; 

scanning the body of the post and determining another topic of interest 
to which the post is relevant; and 
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automatically placing a copy of the post on another computerized bulletin board 
related to the another topic of interest. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-22 are allowed in light of the applicant arguments and in light of the 
prior art made of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fail to disclose a method of cross-pollinating postings across more than one 
computerized bulletin board comprising the steps of automatically determining at least 
one topic of relevance from the body of the post to the computerized bulletin board and 
automatically determining one or more other computerized bulletin boards related to the 
at least one topic of relevance as recited in claims 1 and 10. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fail to disclose a computer storage medium having a set of instructions, which, 
when executed by at least one processor, causes the at least one processor to integrate 
a post with one or ore computerized bulletin boards by determining another topic of 
interest to which the post is relevant as recited in claim 17. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fail to disclose a computerized system of networi^ed bulletin boards to facilitate 
discussion of a number of topics of interest comprising determine at least one of a 
specific topic of interest and a general topic of interest of the user post and 
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automatically place a copy of the user post on each content specific bulletin board to 
which the post relate and on the content general bulletin boards as recited in claim 22. 

The dependent claims 2-9, 1 1-16 and 18-21 , being further limiting to the 
independent claims 1,10 and 17 definite and fully enable by the specification are also 
allowed.
